Next to friction matches, probably, 
stands nails in the list of manufac- 
tures universally interesting to civil- 
ized mankind. Andif this could in 
truth be said when they were made 
by the slow hand-hammer process, 
making them luxuries, within the 
reach of the opulent oply, what may 
we say now when by machinery they 
are made to fall like raindrops in the 
plentiful shower, and at a cost that 
places them within the reach of all, 
and introducing them into everything, 
everywhere, and the cheapest among 
our many luxuries? It has been said 
that he who can make two spears of 
grass grow where but one grew before 
is deserving the commendations of his 
fellow-men: then how much more he 
who multiplied the product of the 
nail crop, not one hundred per cent, 
but ten thousand per cent? This 
wonderful result, and the splendid 
mechanism that works such a signal 
benefit to the race is an invention of 
the present century, a century more 
prolific in useful and wonderful inven- 
tions than all which have preceded it. 

History mentions an invention of a 
machine for cutting nails in 1618, but 
machinery was not put into actual use 
in England till 1790. But the present 
perfected machine was an American 
invention of about 1810, when Joseph 
C. Dyer, of Boston, but then a mer- 
chant in London, took out a patent in 
England for a machine invented in 
Massachusetts. It is estimated that at 
least $1,000,000 was spent to bring the 
machine to its perfection of 1810,when 
it would turn out a hundred nails per 
minute. Prior tothe invention of ma- 
chinery, immense numbers of persons 
were employed in making nails by 
hand. In Birmingham, England, it is 
said no fewer than 60,000 workmen 
were engaged therein. Our present 
large nail factories are in Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island, Maryland and in 
the Schuylkill iron region. 

The following naturally flowed in 
ahead of what we started to say about 
the manufacture of horse shoe nails, 
now being turned out at the San Quen- 
tin prison, this State. A friend has 
furnished us witha specimen of the 
work. It is a shapely article, and, we 
judge, of good material. He informs 


us that thirty men are now employed 


in the new venture, and the article is 
meeting with ready sale, and as the 
manufacture will not interfere with 
any Pacific Coast interest, we shall 
hope it may be a success. The con- 
sumption of shoe-nails is enormous, 
and it will save much money to our 
State to stop the flow eastward of the 
coin to cover our importation uf the 
article. And this is another step to- 
wards making our State independent 
of Eastern manufactures, and an en- 
couragement of an industry that will 
give employment to many men outside 
the prison walls as well as to those 
within, True it is beginning at the 
Soot of the ladder, so to speak, but that 
is the place in which to lay a good 
foundation, and it is hoped thereupon 
may grow a large and remunerative 
business.

RAILROAD COMMISSIONER. 


Eprtor Times: There is not an of- 
fice to be filled at the coming election 
of greater importance, to the people 
than that of Railroad Commissioner. 

The creation of this commission by 
a Constitutional provision was a victo- 

in the cause of the people, and for 
the business and industry of the State. 
Powers of an unusual character and

Whether from 
unexpected difficulties encountered by 
the commission or from hesitation in 
its action, but little of the bencfit an- 
ticipated from the commission has as 
4 been realized and much remains to 

done to establish such equitable 
fares and rates as the general prosper- 
ity of the State and the common wel- 
fare of the people demand. 

In a recent issue you mentioned Mr. 
J. R. Toberman as a suitable man for 
Commissioner. The record of Mr. To- 
berman, as Mayor of this city, is such 
as gives good assurance that, as one of 
that Board, he would be ever watchful 
and mindful of the interests of the 
people, while he would not cripple nor 
unnecessarily interfere with the suc- 
cessful management of the business of 
transportation companies. 

In the discharge of the duties of 
Mayor Mr. Toberman has been — 
peatedly antagonized by local cor 
tions, corporations which have ha the 
reputation of providing the officers for 
the city, or of controlling them in all 
matters in which the corporations 
were interested. During the time he 
has been Mayor it has never been al- 
leged that his official acts have in any 
instance been tinctured by partiality 

towards these corporations. His re- 
cord will show that he has unflinch- 
ingly stood as the champion of the 
rights of the people. It will also show 
that in his championship of the rights 
of the people he has defended and suc- 
cessfully defended, their interests 
without manifesting any feeling of 
hostility or spirit of retaliation.

cently from Mount Vernon, Ohio. The

Where they are soldered and the fruit 
thoronghly cooked in the cans, then 
placed in the cooling room. The capac- 
ity is 10,000 cans perday. This depart- 
ment is under the supervision of F. O. 

Wolf, assisted by H. J. Dowlton, late of 
Santa Barbara, The next room entered 
is the can Bae department 
presided 28 F. W. Sauerwine, late 
of Chicago. o company manufacture 
their own 3 and constantly keep on 
hand a large supply of material. Their 
capacity for making cans is from six to 
seven thousand per day. Passing out 
of the three story main building about 
fifty yards distant is a brick warehouse 
with a capacity for storing 300,000 cans 
which will be enlarged to at least double 
its present capacity during the present 
season. The company are now manu- 
facturing 1,000 crates for the purpose 
of sending to orchardists, thus in- 
suring the proper conveyance of 
fruits, and avoiding the bruised 
condition characteristic of last season’s 
shipments. There are on hand seven 
hundred boxes of tin for making cans, 
and five hundred more have been con- 
tracted for. It is expected that the sea- 
son's work will aggregate 25,000 cases 
of 24cans each in fruit and vegetables. 
The company have contracted for the 
vegetable products of one hundred and 
fifty acres, scattered throughout the 
county and have furnished the parties 
rai: ing the vegetables with choice seeds 
from the East. The growth of the veg- 
etables will also be under the supervis- 
ion of the contracting agent. new 
feature will be added this season—that 
of putting up pickles, chow-chow, etc., 
in bottles, cans and various forms to 
suit the market. They will also handle 
honey in the same way. Although not 
fully decided upon, Mr. Welsh intima- 
ted to the reporter that other features 
will be added during the season where- 
by active operations can be carried on 
all the year around. From the 
foregoing remarks it will readily 
be observed that the systematic and 
vigorous measures inaugurated by 
the new management last year has al- 
ready reaped arich reward, as evidenced 
in the realization of still larger and 
more comprehensive preparations for 
the ensuing season. The present com- 
pany was organized in March, 1881, 

with a capital of $50,000, composed of 
the following gentlemen: A. H. Judson, 
H. Workman, Vice-pres- 
ident; J. E. Hollenbeck, Treasurer, and 
J. M. Elliott, Secretary. They put up 
80,000 cans last year, and as already re- 
ported, this season’s aggregate will 
probably reach 600,000 cans. It is to be 
hoped that the people of this city and 
county, in fact all of Southern Califor- 
nia, will do all in their power to 
make this institution what it ought 
to be, a vast manufacturing establish- 
ment, utilizing the surplus fruits and 
vegetables of this whole section. Thir- 
ty-five hands are now employed in can- 
ning peas; beans will be the next pro- 
duct; after that strawberries, then gen- 
eral fruits and vegetables, which will 
enable the establishment to be in full 
operation by the middle of June, when 
150 hands will be employed. Women 
and girls will find the labor compara- 
tively easy and the remuneration just 
for all. The reporter was treated very 
courteously by Mr. Welsh and he is 
evidently the right man in the right 
place, judging from his uniform courte- 
sy and executive ability.

In the time I was in Los Angeles I be- 
came acquainted with many of your 
people, and have many warm friends, 
and at some future day I hope to renew 
this friendship, but in my absence I will 
long remember those that are left be- 
hind. My trip thus far has been a 
pleasant one. My first stop was at 
Newhall, where I stayed over night. 
This is a beautiful little place, with but 


little business, nearly all the places be- 
ing opened on Sunday, this being a day 
of rest, nearly all the working class 
coming to town to lay ina supply for 
the next week; but tte biggest supply 
that I saw, was a supply of sheep herd- 
er's delight (whisky), and from the way 
it operated, there must be a good deal 
of thunder in it. It sounded as though 
a tornado had broken loose. But there 
is always a calm after a storm. On Sun- 
day morning there was a forlorn looking 
crowd, looking like the last rose of 
spring. 

THE CROPS 

Between Los Angeles and San Fer- 
nando are looking well and from what 
Iwas told there will be a good half 
crop. Coming up this side of San Fer- 
nando the country looks very dry. 
Nearly all the grain onthe Newhall 
ranch looks as though a fire had passed 
above it and scorched it. It is ve 
thin and promises to be a total failure.

The peach trees seems to be troubled 
with the curled leaf, but all other 
kinds of trees are looking nicely and 
are very full of fruits.

The people tell me they have to haul 
water five miles for all purposes and 
their wood comes about ten or eleven 
miles costing abont $7 per cord; but 
notwithstandig all this, — go on as 
though plenty was at hand. Driving 
about five mile from Ventura, again 
grain looks a little parched but the ma- 
jority seem inclined to think that the 
fogs will bring it out all right. Arriv- 
ing at the charming little town of Ven- 
tura I finda beautiful place but very 
quiet, and certainly one of the neatest 
kept places outside of Los Angeles in 
this southern country, but I find myself 
very lonesome.
